For without this word, 
neither Church, Counſell, nor decree, ean e- 
ſtabliſn any E touching ſaluation: The ſe- 
cond is, the holy Sacraments , to wit, of Bap- 
tiſme, and the Lords Supper, which Sacra- 
ments Chriſt hath leſt vnto vs, as holy ſignes 
and ſcales of Gods promiſes. For as by Bap- 
tiſme once receiued, is — „ that wee (as 
well Infantes as others of age and diſcretion) 
being ſtrangers from G OD by original] ſinne 
are recciued into his familie and congtega- 
tion , with full afſurance , A e is 
roote of ſinne lye hide in vs, jet to the E- 
lect it ſhall not be imputed: So the Supper 
declareth that G O D as a moſt prouident 
Father, doth not onely feede · our bodies, 
but alſo ſpiritually nouriſheth our ſoules 
with the graces and beneſites of Ieſus Chrilt, 
(which the Scripture calleth eating of bis fleſh, 
and drinking ot his blood ) neither muſt wee 
in the adminiſtration of theſe Sacraments, fol- 
low mans fantafie , but as Chriſt himſelfe 
hath ordained , ſo muſt they be adminiſtred, 
and by ſuch as by ordinary vocation are there- 
vnto called.
